The coming of this army of harvesters is always an important event. It 
signifies the last stage of work in connection with the garnering of the crops 
which the Western farmer has expended so much labor and has followed 
with alternate hopes and fears through all the vicissitudes of plowing, 
harrowing, seeding, lack or over abundance of rain, hail, winds, and 
numerous plant pests. This army has come to assist lim in finally reaping 
the reward of his labor and hours & anxiety, The hum of the binder, the 
transformation of the fields of rippling grain into stook dotted yellow 
prairie, and the rattle and roar of the threshing outfits is music in the farm- 
ers ears, and a picture upon which he is never tired of looking.

The West wants ag many 
as possible to remain as permanent settlers, but it {s equally important to 
the future of this country that those who return home do so with nothing but 
words of praise for the country and of the fair treatment and hospitality 
accorded them. 

And the harvesters themselves should not be hasty in jumping to 
conclusions when conditions do not wholly appeal te them. They must 
realize that this is a period of stress, when straining efforts to the breaking 
point is necessary, and where, in many cases, it is financially and economic- 
ally impossible to mule as complete preparation in some regpects as might 
be desired. The harvesters should study the country, try to enter into its 
spirit and methods, and closely investigate its possibilities; with a view to 
deciding whether it would be to their advantage to throw in their lot with 
those who have done the pioneer work.

Afler belng satisfied that ample 
supplies of raw material could be 
produced within reasonable distance 
of the point of manufacture at Por- 
tage la Prairie the Manitoba Cordage 
Company imported hemp seed of the 
best quality which it advanced to 
farmers with a guaranteed price per 
ton of straw delivered at the factory. 
‘A fleld man in the joint service of 
the company and the provincial gov- 
ernment, which has throughout exhib- 
{ted a keen interest, chose the land 
and inspected it for proper cultiva- 
tion, During 1926 approximately 700 
acres of land in Manitoba were sown 
to hemp, most of this about the Por- 
lage plains, in close proximity to the 
factory, with smalier areas at Morris, 
Clandeboye, Roland, Elm Creek, Car- 
berry, Neepawa, Langruth, Oak 
Point, and in the Winnipeg district. 
‘This year it has been planned to seed 
800 acres. 

Uniform success attalned would in- 
dicate that hemp will grow in prac~ 
tically any part of Manitoba. Crops 
in the Portage plains ran from six to 
ten feet in height, despite an unfav- 
orable season. ‘The average yield 
was 2% to 3 tons io (he acre, and 
harvesting and retting were success- 
Cully carried out. Ilemp yields, ac- 
cording to report, returned Manitoba 
farmers an average of about $50 per 
acre. Hemp growing and manufac- 
ture have been successfully inaugur- 
ated in Western Canada, end judging 
by all the preparations made can be

Holding Up Importations Of ‘British 
Cattle and Sheep 

Importations of catile'and sheep 
from England aro held up for-at least 
another 60 days following the an- 
nouncement from the Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa, that there has 
been a new -outbreak of foot ‘and 
mouth disease in England at Wiggin- 
ton, Tamworth, Staffordshire. 

Many permits have been issued for 
the importation of pure-bred cattle, 
sheep and swine from Great Britain 
this season up to date, and this new 
culbreak will necessitate the holding 
up of these importations, insofar at 
least as those from England are con- 
cerned, until that part of Great Bri- 
‘tain is once again declured free from 
} this dread disease. 
; In the case of importationg coming 
| from Scotland it is not the intention 
lof the department to stop importa- 
tions if affidavit can be made that the 
istock being shipped from Scottish. 
ports has not been in England within 
;60 days of export, nor been in con- 
itact with cattle coming from England 
i within that time. Further, it will i 
required that boats carrying such ca 
itle from Scotland must not touch i 
Iengish ports after loading.

The splrit of co-operation which 
exists between the business men of 
Cralk, Sask., and the farmers of the 
surrounding district as demonstrated 
in a “gravelling bee” held recently 
is highly -commendable and should 
prove a source of inspiration to the 
people of Saskatchewan and Western 
Canada‘ generally. 

The gravelling bee is an annual 
event at Craik, Farmers donate thelr 
teams and their time to haul gravel 
to surface the roads of the town, and 
the townsfolk, including clergymen, 
lawyers and merchants. peel off their 
coats and ald in the work.

ment with an essential place in tho 
agriculture of Western Canada. Tho 
Prince of Walés came to Western 
Canada this year as a real Western 
rancher who {8 playing his part in 
ithe development of tho territory's 
first industry. 

That from the very first the Prince 
{of Wales regarded the E.P. Ranch as 
no passing fancy would. appear to be 
clear. The first practical step His 
|Royal Tighness took was to imme- 
{diately appoint a capable ranch man- 
ager, a man of outstanding reputa- 
tion in the agricultural circles of Al- 
i berta. ‘The next was to make ar- 
{rangements for the transfer from the 
| United Kingdom of some of the best 
livestock—horses, cattle, and sheep — 
In that country. Evesy year since 
similar importations have been made. 

The effect of this has been striking 
‘and far-reaching. The animals im. 
ported were, in the main, superior to 
those existing in Western Canada, 
where the building up of a purebred 
livestock industry has been a tardy 
and laborious process. Exhibited at 
Western fairs they roused general en- 
jthuslasm and ranked high among 
prize-winners. Going farther afield 
to the national shows.at Toronto they 
secured high awards." They were 
ever outstanding at the Chicago In- 
ternational and attracted consider- 
able attention. Cleariy a decidedly 
‘new element had been introduced in- 
to Western Canada’s livestock indus- 
try. 

“The value of this would have been 
distinctly limited, however, had such 
valuable animals been confined to the 
royal ranch, but the acquisition of a 
class of animals he had scarcely be- 
fore known became a possibility for 
the Western Canadian farmer. 
Through local and provincial sales 
stock from the ranch has been dis- 
seminated throughout Western Can- 
ada, elevating the standing , of tho 
livestock industry of that territory 
another notch. Rapidly: the ranch has 
made itself a distinct factor in the 
cattle and sheep industry, and in 
horse breeding, particularly the rais- 
ing of polo and racing ponies. Tho 
effect has been even wider than this, 
for animals from the ranch have been 
in demand from many parts of tho 
United States and have travelled to 
stock farms in many states of the 
Union as far as California, where 
they are carrying on their work of 
stock improvement. 

- Throughout the efght years tho 
Prince of Wales, despite the fact 
he has been almost cuaselessly trav- 
elling in distant parts of the Empire, 
thas exhibited an unflagging interest 
in the ranch, which has not been 
mercly sentimental but practical. On 
‘his yearly visit to England to supple- 
ment the ranch’s stock depleted by 
‘gales, the manager has, when occas- 
‘ion offered, conferred with the royal 
| owner, who has personally interestea 
himself in the stock to be moved. On 
‘his visit to Western Canada this year 
the Prince could view with satisfac. 
tion the result of his efforts since 
when eight years ago a boyish im- 
pulse prompted him to acquire the 
‘lovely Leddington property. This 
time he cnme back to Western Can- 
ada not so much as a royal heir but 
as a real Western Canadian rancher 
with a definite standing among tho 
agriculturists of that territory.

The use of rabbit fur for commer- 
cial purposes is becoming increasingly 
i prevalent and will doubtless — con- 
Unue to do so, Rabbit skins are being 
used more and more extensively to 
replace higher priced furs both In 
| Canada and the United States. In a 
; bulletin on “Rabbits,” distributed by 
the Publications Branch, Department 
of Agriculture, Oltawa, the striking 
fact is mentioned that the world's an- 
nual production of rabbit skins at the 
(present time is near the 200,000,000 
‘mark, Canada imports hundreds of 
[thousands of these skins every year. 
| Except for use as trimmings or for 
ichildren's cheap furs, rabbit furs are 
only substitutes for, or imitations of 
ithe higher grade and better wearing 
furs; consequently, the priee paid for 
j Individual rabbit skins will probably 
|never be very high. Wowever, the 
‘price paid for prime rabbit sking -- 


sanimals killed during the winter- -is 
such that, plus the amount realized 
‘for the meat, there is a food margin 
of profit over the cest of feeding.

|for rabbit sking in the Montreal Fur

In the days of Confederation wo- 
j men’s sphere was mainly in the 
jhome, but now women find a place 
in practically all trades and profes- 
| slons, besides taking an active part 

In municipal, provincial and federal 
affairs. One woman, Miss Agnes Mc- 
Phall, has occupied a seat in the 
House of Commong for the past s1x 
years. 

Sixty years ago the teuching pro- 
fession was largely in the hands of 
men, for the most part poorly equip- 
ped for their work and sadly’ under- 
paid. Now, especially in the public

The Influence Of Feeding Methods

If in the last six months 514 peo- 
ple had been murdered in this city, 
it would be tonceded that society was 

in a state of collapse. 

If the six months showed that 611 
people had been killed by subways 
the entire country weuld be shocked 
at the record, 

If during these monthg as many 4s 
514 people had been killed by falling 
brick or timber where construction is 
‘in progress, special legislation would 
ibe passed at once to meet the grave 
| peril. 
| But since the 514 people killed in 
New York City during the lwat six 
months were Killed by automobiles, 
we take it lightly as something to be 
expected. And, of course, nothing new 
will be tried to put an end to the 
slaughter.

Pest According To Scientists 

There is another ray of hope for 
pest-ridden vacationists and veran- 
idah resorters. The biters may be 
ibitten. These sclentists who furnish 
}the newspapers with their interesting 
| prophecies say a damsel may rescue 
ius from  snosquitoes---a damsel — fly. 
This yeur has considerably encourag? 
ed mosquitoes. It was damp, and 
skirts have got shorter. The wet 
weather also brought a large number 
of dainsel files, the naturai enemy of 
mosquitoes, 
double-winged insect, much like a 
small dragon fly in appearance. 

The damsel fly lives much as the 
mosquito lives, and lays its eggs on 
grass stems in the vicinity of water. 
When the eggs hatch the larvae fall 
into the water, where they grow, and 
while in this state they live on the 
larvae of mosquitoes, uccording to H. 
A. MacGregor, of tha departanent of 
entomology of the University of <Al- 
berta. Although the damsel fly is res- 
ponsible for some relief from the 
mosquito pest, it is considered unlike- 
ly they will overcome it, because the 
mosquitoes, particularly in the north, 
are very numerous, and it would tako 
millions of damsel flies to adequately 
stamp them out.

New Signal Invented Which Has 
Proved Efficient In Fog 
Fogs have-alwayg been the cause of

‘|Eighth Government Crop Report 5 


August 27, 1927. 


The whole province gives prom- 
ise of an excellent crop with high 
average yiclls of all kinds of grain. 
Late seeding, with abundant mois- 
ture in the early’ part of the season, 
is responsible for the somewhat late 
ripening of the general crop. The 
warm sunshine we have had this 
week is ripening the crops with 
great rapidity. The carlicr vari- 
ctics of wheat, particularly that 
sown on lighter land, are now ma- 
ture and a considerable amount of 
cutting of this grain has already 
been done. Cutting will not be 
general, however, until the first 
week in September. 

A careful check-up of the frost 
situation shows that there has been 
no frost damage except in the. ex- 
treme northeastern section of the 
province. In some isolated dis- 
tricts in this area frost struck rath- 
er heavily. Ixeept in the above 
area the province is entirely free 
from frost damage. Hail damage 
has been more prevalent than usual 
with the result that damage from 


than average. Rust has made an 
appearance in a few sections. The 
damage from this source, however, 
is negligible. 

Notwithstanding the losses 
caused by the above mentioned 
agencies, if no further serious losses 
occur, we are convinced that the 
province will have the largest total 
yield of wheat in its: history. A 
particularly significant feature this 
year is to be found in the fact that 
there is auniformly good crop in 
every section of the province. 

Large numbers of harvesters are 
now arriving, and it is not antici- 
cipated that any shortage of help 
will occur.
